Thayer will learn his fate at a hearing 
that will be held on Monday. 
The Grayling City Council will hold a

24, to discuss the potential removal of 
Thayer from the city manager's job and 
consideration of his termination, 

The city charter says the council must 
hold a public hearing. explain its reasons 
for the termination and then take a vote. 

The council will hold its regular meeting 
at 7 pam. on Monday, May 24, 

Thayer was hired to serve as Grayling’s 
City Manager on Oct. 20. 2006. He 
replaced Grayling native Allen Lowe, who 
served as city manager for six years before 
he resigned from the position on June 26, 
2006. 

In February, Thayer arrested by 
Crawford County Sheriffs Deputies for 
allegedly violating he state's Sactal 
Security Privacy Act 24 times. He is 
accused of giving Michigan Department of 
Treasury tax forms, which contained the 
Social Security numbers of other people, to 
Grayling Cily Council Member Dee 
Maybury. Maybury resigned from the coun- 
cil} on March 16. She is now living 
Riverview, Fla. 

Thayer was placed on administrative 
leave, with pay, after the arrest. 

Thayer also faces a charge for public of fi- 
cers-making false statements relating to 
finances, He was arrested on that charge on 
March 25. 

A trial for the Social Securtly Act Privacy 
violation case is scheduled to begin on 
Monday, Aug. 23. 

The trial for public officers-making false 
statements relating to finances case ts 
scheduled to begin on Thursday, Oct. 28. 

Both cases are misdemeanor charges.

Pricbe wanted to run as a Republican can- 
didate, but circulated her petitions as a no- 
party affiliation candidate. She will now 
have a face off with Hanson on Nov. 2 gen- 
ballot.

The municipalities 
must pay the back taxes 
and fees owned on. the 
properties, which must’ be 
kept open for public use. 
The Grayling = City 
Council last week learned 
that the building which 
housed the former DXR 
Computers, located 117 
Michigan Avenue, is avail- 
able. Wakeley said that 
$8,500 in fees and taxes 
are owed on the property. 
The city council opted to 


let Wakeley know they are - 


interested in the property 
as well as two properties 
located on Maple Street. 
where pockets parks could 
be established. 

The city had until Friday, 
May 14, to inform Wakeley 
of their decision. 

“We don't want to open 
the door to competitors,” 


Grayling City Council 
Member Kim McClain 
said, 

The city council planned 
to discuss purchasing the 
properties in the coming 
wecks. 

“T just don’t want to rule 
it out until we have more 
time to investigate it,” 
McClain said. 

The downtown property 
would fit with the commu- 
nity's AuSable Artisan 
Village project, providing a 
venue for art classes and an 
art gallery. Local leaders 
have been working with 
Kirtland Community 
College over the last year 
10 boost artist's presence in 
Grayling to build the econ- 
omy. ; 

AuSable Artisan Village 
volunteers are already con- 


sidering the former Ben 
Franklin store and 


Northern Concepts store 
for art classes and = gal- 


leries. Bill Gannon, the 
owner of Gannon 
Broadcasting, owns the 
buildings, 


In 2006, the city opted 
out of oan $85,400 
Community Development 
Block Grant from the 
Michigan State Housing 
Development = Authority 
(MSHDA), which would 
have paid to purchase and 
demolish the DXR 
Computers building. 

The city was awarded a 
MSHDA Land Assembly 


grant. The state program is 
designed to help communi- 
ties acquire and demolish 
blighted properties to assist 
in the prevention of addi- 
tional deterioration with a 
tradition downtown busi- 
ness district. The city had 
pledged a $33,820 match 
for the project. 

City officials, however, 
opted to back out of the 
purchase agreement based 


on an initial appraisal of 


the property and tt was 
determined that asbestos 
had to be abated from the 
building. 

“Tt just kept going higher 
and higher with no end to 
it,” said Grayling Mayor 
Kart Schreiner. 

The initial building was 


constructed in 1900, 
according to county 


records. An addition was 
completed in 1969. A bar- 
bershop and various restau- 
rants operated in the build- 
ing over the years, 

If the city does not move 
forward to purchase the 
property, it will be sold at 
an Aug. 20 auction. 
Wakeley said he is current- 
ly placing a listing of prop- 
eres and their locations 
on a Website so potential 
purchasers can view them, 

“We have to go through 
the process.” Wakeley said, 
“We're working to build 
everything up for the sale.” 

In other action, the city 
counei at a budget work- 


shop on Monday, May 17, 
agreed to extend the lease 
for the parking lot located 
behind the former Chief 
Shoppenagon's Motor 
Lodge from Gannon. The 
city initially feased the 
parking lot {wo years ago 
when the Michigan Avenue 


Streetscape project was 
being completed. 
Grayling City Police 


Chief Doug Baum, who ts 
serving as the acting city 
manager, said employees 
who work downtown use 
the parking lot during the 
week. The parking lot: is 
atso used when there are 
special events and holi- 
days, 

McClain said the park- 
ing area will be needed as 
the AuSable 9 Artisan 
Vilfawe classes and dis- 
plays move forward. [n 
addition, she noted that 
Dharma Music has been 
hosting musical events and 
classes and needs the park- 
ing for those who attend 
the events. 

The council discussed 
leasing the lot for busy 
weekends and holidays, 
but was unsure of how 
Gannon would keep people 
out of parking lot when it 
was not leased, 

“That kind of defeats the 
purpose of what we've 
been trying to accomplish” 
Schreier said.

LaMotte sold his stones 

and = jewelry featuring 

petoskey stones at craft 


shows. While Lorna sold her 


knitting creadions. He also 
had a display of stones at his 
business, Curley’s Drive-In. 
which operated in Grayling 
from 1958 to 1977, 
LaMotte worked for an 
area real estate agency. 
before he recently cut back 
his hours to focus on work- 
ing with the — Petoskey 
Stones. He spends eight lo 
LQ hours a day working with 


the stones, morning, noon 
and meht. 
“T put my real estate 


license on my wall at home 
so f could spend more time 
working with my stones.” he 
said, 

Petoskey Stones are fossil] 
fragments trom ancient cor: 
rals. The corrals were found 
in the northern countes of 
Michigan’s Lower Peninsula 
aboul 350 million years ago. 
The living corrals died. and 
were transformed Into large 
fossil reefs. Fragments from 
the fossil reefs were scal- 
lered by glaciers about 1.8 
milhon years ago. These 
fossil: fragments are found 
on beaches as pebbles and 


cobbles. rounded by the 
acon oof the waves. 
Petoskey Stones are most 
olten found along the shore- 
lines of Lake Michigan, 
Lake Eluron and intand 
lakes, 


LaMotte works with each 
Petoskey Stone one ata ime 
by hand. They are much 
softer than ordinary stones. 


For example, a diamond is 
rated at a 10 for hardness. 
while most ordinary stones 
are an eight or a nine, 
Petoskey Stones wall) vary. 
but most are about 3.8) in 
hardness. [you put them in 
a tumbler together the hard 
stones will eal up the softer 
Petoskey Stones. LaMotlle 
said. 

LaMotte first puts the 
stones in a vice, and cuts 
them to the thickness he 
desires with a diamond saw, 
a diamond cut- 
ter to shapen the stone. The 


He then uses 


stones are then sanded and 
bulled to bring out the shiny 
surfaces. LaMotte said 
spring ts a good time to find 
Petoskey Stones. especially 
along the lake shores where 
they are pushed up to the 
surface by ice and water, He 
wears waders and uses a 
scoop lo pick the stones out 
of the chilly water. They can 
also be found in gravel pits. 
where they are unearthed by 
snowmobile and ORV traf- 
fe. 

LaMotte said 
Stones used to be easier to 
find, but now he has to have

a sharper eye and chuckled 
that he may have already 
picked up most of the state 
treasurers.

predict, so the dollar impact on 
public budgets will be consider- 
ably less than predicted, 

In any event, it’s only a tempo- 
rary patchwork anyway. Young 
teachers eventually become older 
teachers with higher paychecks 
and the same old dollar problems 
recur. 

The answer to public budget 
problems both now and in the fore- 
seeable future is sufficient revenue 
to pay for what the public wants 
and expects, 

ALMA WHEELER SMITH —- 
When state Rep. Alma Wheeler 
Smith of Washtenaw county decid- 
ed to end her rather Quixotic cam- 
paign for governor last week, it 
took from the race arguably the 
most highly qualified and articu- 
late of all the candidates. 

Ms. Smith, a journalism gradu- 
ate of University of Michigan 
whose career so far out has cen- 
tered on the Michigan legislature, 
first as a staff aide and then as a 
member of both state senate and 
state house, certainly knows her 
way around the capitol. 

As one of those dreaded “career 
politicians” she has been on deck 
when everything good or bad has 
happened in Michigan government 


for the last decade or so. 

Many who have heard her in 
sampaign appearances so far, 
especially in) tandem with other 
candidates, usually rank her as 
well spoken, well prepared, and 
very knowledgeable. 

In that regard, it’s too bad she 
stepped out. In doing so on the day 
petitions were to be filed, Ms. 
Smith expressed concern about 
“splitting the progressive vote and 
ending up with a candidate that 
does not represent — core 
Democratic values.” 

She did not spell it out, but obvi- 
ously she means hurting party fire- 
brand Lansing Mayor Virgil 
Bernero to the benefit of the more 
moderate House Speaker Andy 
Dillon. 

She’s probably right. Whether 
that would mean the difference in 
the eventual nomination of one or 
the other is problematic, but the 
germ of the idea certainly is there. 

Interestingly all three 
Democratic candidates for gover- 
nor — now down to two — compiled 
extensive experience as state legis- 
lators, while among the five 
Republican candidates, only two — 
Oakland Sheriff Mike Bouchard 
and current state Sen. Tom George 
of Kalamazoo County ~ have 


served in the legislature. 

Of further interest is that in all 
the preferential polling so far, they 
both trail the three non-legistator 
Republican candidates — US Rep. 
Peter Hoekstra, Atty. Gen. Mike 
Cox, and Ann Arbor entrepreneur 
Rick Snyder. 

Does that reflect an anti-legisla- 
ture bias among voters?

Many factors determine which projects come first 


How can someone attend a meet- 
ing and get the story so wrong? I 
am talking about a letter to the edi- 
tor by C, David Church (May 6 edi- 
tion). 

Mr. Church stated the Road 
Commission owes the citizens of 
Crawford County an explanation 
on how Four Mile Road became the 
first project that will be reconstruct- 
ed with the road millage funding. 
Four Mile Road has always been on 
the Road Commission's priority list 
lo reconstruct. Certainly anyone 
that has driven the roadway cannot 
argue against that. 

The Road Commission rates all 
roadways On our primary roud sys- 
tem every year, This rating system 
is what the Road Commission uses 
to set their prioriues for reconstruc- 
tion. The rating lakes several fac- 
tors Into account, These are things 
such as cracking, potholes, overall 
ride quality. traffic volumes and 


cost of maintaining the surface of 


the roadway. 

The Road Commission would 
NEVER factor in who fives on the 
road or what type of business may 
be located on the road. We go 
through a lot of effort to ensure that 
the worst roadways are the ones 
being considered for construction. 
We simply cannot afford to do good 
roads before the bad ones. 

Mr. Church also states the Road 
Commission issued a statement that 
“economic” interest tramps safely

and the environment in regards to 
opening roadways to ORV use. The 
Road Commission has never issued 
such a statement, 

Mr. Church is right about one 
thing though: The — Road 
Commission has completed other 
projects. with other funds. Those 
funds are given to all road commis- 
sions in the State of Michigan and 
consist of state and federal alloca- 
lions to be used on roadways that 
are eligible. These are county pri- 
mary roadways, but not all of 
Crawford County's primary roads 
are eligible. 

The Road Commission also 
received funds via the federal stim- 
ulus program, We received approx- 
imately $330,000. The majority of 
it was used to repave a section of 
Wakeley Bridge Road from M-72 
to Wakeley Bridge. This was a 
roadway the Road Commission 
turned back to gravel, because it 
cost too much to maintain it. The 
balance of those stimulus funds 
will be used to resurface (wo curves 
on County Road 612 in the KP 
Lake area for a cost of approxi- 
mately $80,000. 

The Road Commission also used 
state and federal allocations to 
reconstruct a segment of Chase 
Bridge Road last’ year. The Road 
Commission will continue to use 
whatever slate and federal funds are 
available to us to improve our road 
system.

The first attempt to get a road 
millage was voted down. And yes, 
we did improve roads between that 
time and now. 

The millage funds were needed 
because the state and federal funds 
are being cut drastically. With state 
and federal funds, the Road 
Commission must match that fund- 
ing by 20 percent. The millage 
funding will help) the Road 
Commission with that match. 
Would the Road Commission be 
able to do reconstruction without 
the millage funding? The answer is 
yes, but it would take the Road 
Commission years to save cnough 
funding to do improvement. pro- 
jects. 

Our roadways are reconstructed 
with funding from various sources 
— state, federal and county millage. 
Some sections ‘of roadways cost 
more than others to improve. In 
order (o do those that cost a fot, the 
Road Commission needs to save 
the state and federal funds for a 
year or two to do them. When we 
put together our wish [ist of jobs we 
have to consider how long it will 
take us to do this. So if a number 
one priority job will take us two 
years to save, we still might be able 
to do a project in the meantime 
with other funds. It gets a bit com- 
plicated with the state and federal 
funds and how they can be used, 
but | hope that helps make some 
things clearer.
